Losses 


Correction Plan Saves 
Psychiatric Facility

Connecticut Valley Hospital has averted 
losing Medicare funding after federal author- 
ities inspected the state’s embattled psychiatric 
hospital in Middletown over the weekend. 

CVH had been cited for lapses in patient 
safety in three straight inspections since 
February. The federal Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services said in a public notice 
that the funding — worth $50 million a year to 
this budget-strapped state — would end Friday 
because of safety and security issues. 

The termination notice has been rescinded, 
CMS official Lauren D. Reinertsen said in a new 
notice Monday. An extended termination date 
for possible action down the road had not yet 
been set. 

Federal officials had already extended the 
termination deadline to Saturday night to give 
the hospital, run by the Department of Mental 
Health and Addiction Services, a chance to 
submit a correction plan.
